ter of Tudercular Cows 
Does Not Fully Protect 


The tubercular test as applied by 
the Dominion government at the 
present time, is valuable and vital to 
dairy industry, but the manper of its 
epplication by no means aignalizes 
aid to the industry., The milk sup- 
piled to city dwellers must of neces- 
Sity be pure, ana to ensure this the 
government authorities have devise 
ed a scheme of tubercular testing 
which weeds out the cows which are 
afflicted with tuberculosis. This: is 
effective in part, but it ts @e double? 
edged weapon, in that although {t at- 
tains the end for which it was created, 

et works considerable hardship 
on the cow owners, by suddenly ae- 

riving them of their source of reve- 


Many cattle, infected with consump- 
tion are slaughtered yearly, but the 
germs by which .the disease are 
spreat still cling to the dirty type of 
barn—of which there are many—and 
{t ig apparent that until some legis- 
lation is enacted to compel the miik 
producers to maintein sanitary berns 
that the evil will continue to remain 
with us. 

Tt is apparently useless to weed 
out cows from dirty barns, infected 
with tubercular germs. Provided the 
barn 4s infested with the germ, all 
the cows may be killed off and yet 
the root of the evil has not yet been 
reached. 

To anyone who is accustomed to the 
‘dairy practice of other countries it is 
apparent that we In Alberta are very 
much behind the times in all that per- 
tains to legislation covering the dairy 
industry. and some education along 
the Mnes of sanitary science is very 
badly needed. The greatest milk mro- 
ducing countries of the world, Ire- 
land, Denmark and Aystraila—to cite 
three—all possess etringent regula- 
tions governing the care and handing 
of milk; regulations which have been 
the means of placing the datry in- 
dustry of these countries on a sound 
commercial basis. 

Case of Australia. 


To take the case of Australia as an 
{llustration. Each dairy barn must 
be provided with a concrete floor, the 
interior has to be whitewashed regu- 
lary; after each milking the floors 
must be washed out with a hose, and 
every week the entire corrals and 
yards have to be swept and all manure 
carefully demoved. 

In addition, the milking sheds 
must be a certain déstance from the 
separating room, and the rules which 
govern the dapartment where this is 
conduoted are most stringent. Scrub- 
bed floors and whitewegshed walis 
must bg in evidence, while both the 
milking shed and the milk rooms must 
be removed a considerable distance 
from the other farm buildings. 

A government sanitary inspector 
makes frequent rounds of each bocal- 
ity, and woe ibetide any dairyman who 
does not conform to the rules as laid 
down, and to the very letter. 

Education in esanitatioh is not 
neglected either, both on the part of 
the state government and the cream 
receiving plant, and it is largely due 
to these factors that tne Australian 
dairyman is one of -the. ~-wesithiest 
producers per capita in ¢he world, and 
that his product can travel 18,000 
miles to England, and (n the shape of 
butter, compete with the article pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom. 

Depends on Same Factors. 

The future of the dairy and milk 
industry of Alberta depends on ex- 
actly the same factors which are met 
with in the Antipodes, and the aoon- 
er we learn that clean milk and 
cream cannot comg frome dirty Darn 
the better for all of us. 

Naturally the residents of the cities 
insist on getting the purest:and best 
of ™ilk, and to insure that they do. 
the government is enforcing the tub- 
ercular test, and weeding out the 
cows, while the root of the evil is 
neglected, and it is apparent that un- 
less some other mode is adopted that 
the milk (ndustry is going to be hard 
hit. 

As the act is at present enforced. 
the men who run big herds ere the 
firet to receive attention and the firet 
to suffer, while the small man, who 
milks a few cows es a aide line gets 
off scot free for the time being. The 
reason for this 4s that the government 
inspectors have a huge territory to 
cover, and to produce resulta they 
must concentrate on some erea where 
there is a possibility of doing some 
g00d, instead of wasting time running 
here, there and everywhere’ to look 
after the isolated cattle. Again, once 
the veterinary surgeon commences to 
ingpect a herd he hes to stay on the 
job, until the whole herd is tested out, 
which is a lengthy process. Those 
cows which are “in” or ‘coming én” 
are in e different category, and it ls 
generally necessary to apply two or 
three tests to each cow before nrat- 
ter ds finally adjusted satisfactorily. 

Again in respect to the large herda, 
very often the milk coming from 
these animals¢ is pasteurized, and 
therefore safe for use, while the pro- 
duct of the emall dairyman, running 
two or three cows ia not. |

HEAD OF TURKISH 
NATIONALISTS 
IS THREATENING 


Angora Government Said to Have 


Taken Threatening Attitude 
Toward Allies 


London, June 8.—large military 
reinforcements have been received by 
Mustapaha Kemal Pasha, head of the 
Turkish Nationalist government at 
Angora and he is threatening to ad- 
vance upon the Black Gea and the Nea 
of Marmora. The Angora govern- 
ment is said to have taken an arrog- 
ant attitude toward the Allies. De- 
#patches containing these statements 
were featured by London newspapers 
this morning and the situation in Asia 
Minor was declared to hold alarming 
Dossibilities. 

Assertion is made by the Daily 
Sketch, that the British government 
had received reports of a grave na- 
ture from ite representatives in Con- 
stantinople which is declared to be 
menaced with capture by the Turk- 
ish NetionaHsts. The newspaper says 
large reinforcements for British 
troops in Constantinople are necessary 
if that city and Dardenelles are to 
be retained. in the hands of the west- 
ern powers. British representatives 
there, the newer aper adds, ‘have ad- 
vised the gover. *nt that if rein- 
forcements are no available it is 
desirable that British forces in the 
Near East and Middle East ‘be with- 
drawn to Ipdia.
